Nashville, Tcnn., Aug. 10.— The last 
reeert has not failed. Col. H. Clay King 
Md his neck are saved from the gal- 
lows, and at a late hour Tuesday after- 
noon Uov. Buchanan attached his name 
to the document that suspends the 
death sentence and will send the aired 
murderer to the penitentiary for life. 

Never were more desperate efforts 
made to save a man from .loath. 

The Shelby county court found II. 
Clay King guilty of ruurder In the first 
decree in the shooting of David ft. 
Poston and sentenced him to death. 
Application for a new trial was made 
and refused. The case was appealed to 
the supreme court and the ts-st legal 
talent that could l>e had fought the 
case before that tribune, and four of the 
justices decided that there had been no 
error, and re-sentenced King to death, 
naming August 13 as the date. Then a 
few weeks aj.'o application was made 
to Judge Howell .laekson, of the United 
States circuit court, for a writ of habeas 
carpus, alleging that incompetent 
jurors had sat in the case, and that the 
action of the jury was invalid from the 
fact of the trip to Arkansas, Judge 
Jackson denied the writ, and nlso de- 
nied the right of appeal to the supreme 
court. It develops Tuesday that an ap- 
plication had since been made to Justice 
Harlan, of the United States supreme 
court, to have the case taken before 
the United Slates supreme court on a 
writ of error, but that Justice Harlan 
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K's life, and that 
chance haw proved his salvation. For 
weeks past his family have been circu- 
latin? petitions, not only in Shelby, 
but in adjoining eountiea and states, 
and prominent men all 'over the coun- 
try have lieen upnealed to to write to 
Gov. Ituchunnn, and with luoceea 
Hundrmls of letters have been 

in every -walk of life, and Senators 
Carlisle and Harris have written, and 
the latter mode a personal nppeal to 
the governor. The petitions asking 
clemency were signed by fully jo.oou 

In the meantime were active; counter 
petitions and letters have also been re- 
ceived. The friends and relatives of 
CoL King were most active, and his 
affed wife not only made a personal ap- 
peal to the gnvernorbut,in company with 
several friends, visited Mrs. Buchanan 
at her home In Rutherford county, and 
appealed to her to use her Influence 
with the governor. The matter has 
been considered by the governor 
for ten days. His desk has been filled 
with the pupers in the case, and the re- 
ports of the breaking down of CoL 
King's mind ha» also attracted his at- 
tention. He debated the matter until 
Tuesday evening, when ho entered Adjt- 
tien. Norman's office and instructed him 
to fill out the proper blank. This he at 
once signed and the papers were for- 
warded to Sheriff McLendon Tuesday 
night The governor's action creates 
no surprise here, as it has been thought 
all along that he would commute the
